A LBSSON TO THE NATIONS OF THE 


WORLD 


Pacific Relationship Has Been Confirmed For All Time By The 
New Comradeship Born of a Common Will to 
Overthrow a Common Danger 


One of America’s best hopes for 

ultimate effects of the world war 

that every nation will learn to be 

&@ good neighbor and a sincere friend 

ef international peace, says the Min- 
meapolis Tribune, and proceeds: 

What is meant by a good neigh- 


bor, speaking in terms of nations? 
The best way to answer the ques- 
tlon is to cite a concrete illustration 
the neighborliness of the United 


States and Canada. Each of these 
mations is a good next door friend to 
the other. Each in its dealings with 
the other relics on the virtue of ar- 
bitration, of conciliation, of appeal to 
reason rather than to the sword. 

Between the United States and 
Canada runs an imaginary land and 
water boundary line of perhaps 3,500 
miles. Throughout the length of this 
line there is neither gun nor fortress 
nor ship o. war for offence or de- 
fence. Neither the great Republic 
with its 100,000,000 inhabitants nor 
the Dominion with its 7,500,000 car- 
ties a chip on its shoulder. Neither 
loses a wink of sleep with thoughts 
that the other may harbor sinister 
designs of some soft. They may 
quarrel as lawyers quarrel in court, 
but like lawyers they walk down the 
street together afterward in excel- 
lent good humor. 

For a hundred years and more this 
line has been innocent of any sug- 

stion of the force of war. As such 
t has been a wonderful token of 
mutual faith in international purpose 
and good intent. Attention has been 
@alled frequently since the present 
war began to this historic example of 
amity, Sut it is doubtful if the aver- 
age American or Canadian citizen 
@ven yet appreciates fully what it 
means as a lesson to the nations of 
the world. 


It is the fervent wish of the peo- 
le of this country, as expressed by 
resident Wilson and other men of 
vision and peaceful impulse that 
what has been true of the United 
tates and Canada for a century shall 
ecome true as to all other nations 
of the earth. That, in a broad way, 
is one of the very great aims of our 
fighting. It has become, moreover, 
one of the great aims of the Euro- 
pean allies. They are waging this 
war of world destiny to the end that 
it may never be necessary to wage 
another such. There is no better 
way to get that objective fixed in 
mind and to apprehend what it means 
ies, by thinking of this gunless, fort- 
ess, rsttipless American-Canadian 
oundary line and of how

dred years.

In the adjust- 
ment of some of these the United 
States and Great Britain have reck- 
oned with each other. In all of 
them the appeal to reason, to his- 


toric records, to the spirit of fair 
play, or to the policy of friendly give 
and take has been effective. his 
acific relationship doubtless has 


een confirmed now for all time by 
the new comradeship born out of a 
common will to overthrow a com- 
mon danger and to rear on Its ruins 
a common good. 

Canada sensed the danger and 
mobilized its power against it long 
before this country took that course. 
By so much will history give It the 
greater credit. The Dominion was a 
volunteer in aid of its mother coun- 
try. It was not obliged under the 
mandate of its fundamental law to 
send its troops to Europe. It offer- 
ed them before the war was a week 
old, acting out,of a sense of self- 
conceived right and duty. It alone 
is bearing the heavy burden of ex- 
pense for their services and mainte- 
nance at home and abroad. It is 
now conscripting its men, as It al- 
ready had conscripted much of its 
wealth, that it may be an even bet- 
ter and stronger volunteer in the 
cause of democratic government and 
honorable internationalism, 

A good neighbor, a loyal daughter 
and a fervent hater of Teutonic 
wrong and oppression—that Is the 
Canada of today.. If the common 
enemy should break through to Paris 
and then to London; if the Prussian 
will should be imposed by force on 
France and England; if these un- 
thinkable things should come about, | 
would the brave, ffeec, proud people} 
of Canada con. submissively under 
the fron rule of the Teuton, or would 
they merge their heroic wills even} 
more firmly with those of the peo-| 
ple of the United States and say: 

“Here we are; come and take us if 
you dare?” i 

Germany would dare without a 
doubt, but she would be challenged, 
we surmise, by a Canada pointing to 
the Monroe Doctrine and saying: 

“We join our peace-loving, Eng- 
lish-speaking,  fair-playing, right 
thinking neighbor behind that shield; 
and we defy you, unafraid to do your; 
worst.” 

Whatever the outcome of the clash 
of arms on the soil of Europe, the 
United States will be prepared to 
spend its last dollar and every ounce 
of dts many energies to keep the 
breath of life In the great American 
policy that has saved the territory 
and peoples of the western world 
from foreign conquest since the days 
of President Monroe. It prefers the 
ways of peace, but it docs not shrink 
from the necessary test of war. 

Canada is as highly resolved as her 
neighbor that the international boun- 
dary never shall bristle with ns; 
that the dividing rivers and kes 
shall not become another Rhine; that 
the Teutonic power shall not 
press its hideous self on the 
men of North America; that the peo- 
ple’s rule shall not give way to the 
whims and will of war lords; that 
the ideals and blessings of democracy 
shall not go down in the dust. 


Predicts Fue! Shortage 


Alberta Fuel Administrator Issues 
Warning to Consumers on 
Western Prairies 
That it is absolutely necessary for 
householders and other fuel con- 
sumers of Edmonton as well as oth- 
er parts of Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba to take immediate 
steps to obtain a supply of coal be- 
fore the railways are engaged in 
moving grain is the warning issued 
by John T. Stirlings, fuel adminis- 

trator for Alberta, 

Mr. Stirlings, in his statement, con- 
tinues: 

“A very considerable shortage of 
fuel and consequently serious suffer- 
ing during next winter will be exper- 
fenced in the prairie provinces unless 
the coal mines of Alberta commence 
shipping at once and continue to do 
so uniformly until the beginning of 
October. 

“It is practically certain that no 
American anthracite coal will be 
shipped west of Winnipeg, so that an 
increased quantity will have to be 
shipped during the next three months 
from Alberta in order to supply the 
wants in Manitoba, 

“Coal undoubtedly, can be obtain- 
ed now at a less cost than in the 
near future, and as there are better 
facilities owing to climatic conditions 
for preparing it at the mines during 
the summer months than in the win- 
ter months, a better product can be 
obtained. 

“In order to relieve the serious sit- 
uation which will have to be faced 
next fall it cannot be too strongly 
urged that the farmers should get in 
a supply of coal immediately seeding 
operations are completed. If this is 
done and the coal kept under cover 
sufficient to protect it from weather 
conditions, no deterioration need be 
feared.”

Stramge Plight of Aeroplano| Austrian Emperor's Letter 


ISLAND, ALBERTA 


Plane Flew for Two Hours After|The Sincere Outpouring of a Dis- 


Occupants Were Killed 


Confirming the remarkable 
cabled by 
ing the flight of an aeroplane 
two hours after both its 
were killed, the Evening Standard 
prints the following interview with a 
well known flying officer just return- 
ed from Arras: 

“This incident is quite authentic, 
and, as mentioned by ee f Robin- 
son, was a common topic of conver- 
sation some days ago. Of course, 
there is absolutely no reason why 
a machine should not, under average 
conditions, fly itself so long as the 
petrol holds out. This js not an ex- 
ceptional incident of the kind, and 
certainly there have been cases 
where German machines have been 
captured with their pilots dead. 

‘So far as I know, the facts are 
these: A British fighter, which is a 
two-seater with guns fore and aft, 
took off at 1:30 p.m. The wind con- 
ditions were almost negligible, mak- 
ing very Food flying weather. 

“The ritish airmen were at an 
estimated altitude of 3,500 feet, and 
would be running at 80 miles an 
hour or thereabouts when they en- 
countered a German Albatross. They 
at once attacked. A lot of manoeuvr- 
ing followed. Three other machines, 
two of them German, came into ac- 
tion, 

“The British machine hung on to 
its quarry, and eventually got it well 
under the nose, the Germans craslhi- 
ing down. 

“Immediately our machine made a 
sweep to the south. It had lost 
height while manoeuvring and = was 
rocking badly as if out of control, 
but kept steadily on until lost to 
view. 

“A little before 4 o'clock, the ma- 
chine, which was easily identified, 
fell crashing to the earth nearly 20 
miles west of Arras. On examina- 
tion, both ocupants wtte found dead, 
obviously from bullets which had 
struck them from the back and 
which must have proved Instantly 
fatal. | 

“The injuries which they received | 
on coming down certainly did not 
cause their deaths. The petrol tan! 
of the machine was found empty. 

“There is no doubt both men were | 
shot immediately after the German 
Albatross fell. The British machine, 
which is the best and most per 
fectly-controlled fighting machine 
known, of its own volition, swept 
on a fairly even keel to a distance 
possibly 10 miles below the point 
where the battle took place. 

“Then for some reason which will 
never be known, the controls were 
shifted, causing it to make a circle. 
In view of the fact that the total 
distance covered must have been 
not much under 160 miles, it ap 
pears certain that the machine lost 
speed and height gradually, possibly 
due to some minor, but not vital in 
jury to its engine. 

“For upwards of two hours 
two dead men were in the air 
fore the final crash to earth. Both 
were trained in this country, and 
each was under 25 years of age. 
They were buried the next day.”

Work of Irish Troops 


Odds Were Four to One Against 5th | 
Army 


General Sir Robert Gough’s first 
public statement regarding the con- 
duct of the fifth British army, which 
he commanded in the retreat from 
St. Quentin, comes in a letter to the 
Lord Mayor of Belfast in which the 
general pays an enthusiastic tribute 
to the work of the Irish troops. The 
letter follows: 

“The fighting of the Ulster  divi- 
sions, as, indeed, of all the divisions 
in the fifth army, against the greatest 
odds hurled on any body of troops 
throughout this great war was mag- 
nificent. The main features of the 
situation to which the whole fifth 
army was exposed are known to ev- 
eryone and give some idea of what 
those odds were—fourteen infantry 
divisions against forty German divi- 
sions on March 21, reinforced by 
some eight to ten more German divi- 
sions during the subsequent two 
days. 

“IT cannot speak too highly of the 
splendid calmness and doggedness 
with which my fellow countrymen 
met and fought this storm, and 
though many laid down their lives 
their splendid tenacity saved the 
British and French by permitting 
the arrival of reserves.” 


Brutal Treatment 


Germans Roughly Handling Inhab- 
itants in Occupied Territory 


Germany's barbarous treatment of 
the inhabitants of occupied _terri- 
tories and constant requisitioning of 
food are provoking great  resent- 
ment and causing armed clashes, In 
a village in the Kiev district the in- 
habitants resisted the Germans for 
three days with machine guns and 
rifles and were subdued by the use of 


armored cars. 

In the government of Minsk the 
Germans seized ablebodied persons 
in the street and in their homes and 
are sending them to Germany in 
locked cars, Those trying to escape 
are shot. The inhabitants, panic- 
stricken, have gone into hiding. 
Streets in the towns and cities are 
armed camps with patrols of troops 
and machine guns everywhere. 

Germany has refused to admit 
food into the territories occupied by 
her 300,000 starving refugees who 
are gathered near the frontiers, as 
requested repeatedly by the us- 
sian foreign minister. tt is reported 
from Irktutsk that China is claiming 
territory near Chita. The Siberian 
Soviet government has protested to 
the Chinese government,

The responsibil- 
ity for bringing on the war may be 
the German kaiser’s, it may be plac- 
ed at the door of my predecessor on 
the throne, Francis Joseph, it is not 
mine—that is the plain import of em- 
act Charles’ astonishing words, It 
nas been often hinted that he per- 
sonally was not an ardent advocate 
and supporter of the war into which 
Austria’s act and Germany's set pur- 
ose plunged the world fh 1914, It 
has never been supposed that he 
would thus frankly state his position 
by disclaiming responsibility —From 
the New York Times. 


The U-Boat Losses 


Lowest Since the Beginning of Un- 
restricted Submarine Warfare 


We are prepared, after a weck’s or 
fortnight’s unusually low submarine 
record, for a sudden rise. This week’s 
tale of 11 big British ships sunk is 
not so large as might have _ been 
anticipated after two weeks with six 
and four big ships. Taking the last 
three weeks, with a total of 21 big 
British ships, we find the figures to 
be the lowest since the beginning of 
unrestricted submarine warfare, with 
the exception of two similar periods 
—three weeks last November with a 
total of 19 ships and three weeks 
last January with a total of 18 ships. 

We are now rounding out the first 
quarter of the second year of the 
ruthless U-boat war. If we go back 
for 13 wecks from today to the mid- 
die of January we get a total loss of 
138 big British ships and 66 ships 
under 1,600 tons. Applying the for- 
mula of 4,500 tons to the big ships 
and 1,000 tons to the small ship—an 
average justified by the detailed ton- 
nage statement from Sir Eric Geddes 
last month—we find that the tonnage 
loss for Great Britain, excluding ma- 
rine accident, has been about 690,000 
tons for the last three months, For 
marine accident. we may add another 
60,000 tons, as indicated in the Ged- 
des report, which would give us a to- 
tal of 750,000 tons for the quarter.

One Pound of Egg Equal to Two 
Pounds of Meat 


An egg is composed of three parts 
—the shell, the yolk and the waite. 
The relative weights of the various 

arts are: Shell and lining, 106.9; al- 
umen, 604.2; yolk, 288.9. One-half 
of the egg is nutriment, whereas 
meat is rated at best as only one- 
fourth, Thus it will be seen that 
one pound of eggs will be equal 
two pounds of meat. A fresh egg is 
Mgt food. Its nutritive qualities 
are in perfection and its component 
parts exactly balanced. A change be- 
rs as soon as laid. The moisture 
s reduced by evaporation through 
the ducts of the shell, and air is ab- 
sorbed, The vitality decreases grad- 
ually unless by external warmth the 
Process is hastened; finally death en- 
sucs and putrefaction fcllows. Eggs 
may be kept apparently fresh for a 
long time if taken when freshly laid 
and the pores of the shell hermeti- 
cally sea ed by rubbing them with 
sweet oil of dipping them for an in-

and support of life are present but

On the Trail of the Gopher 


Get Together and Help Your 
School and the Allies by Catch- 
ing “Mr. Flickertail” 

When properly encouraged, boys 
and girls do splendid work in’ nature | 
study. The work done in the gopher | 
campaign in Manitoba one’ year go} 
proved that fact. Prizes were of-| 
fered for gopher killing, and also 
for information about gophers, As 
a result of this latter fact, definite 
information was gathered upon a 
number of important points that pre- 
viously were in doubt; and this in- | 
formation has been incorporated in 
the new 20 page bulletin entitled 
“Gophers and Squirrels in _Manito-|} 
ba,” just issued by the Manitoba de-| 
partment of agriculture. | 

Professor Jackson, biologist at} 
Manitoba Agricultural College, the 
author of the bulletin, still bristles | 
with unanswered questions about the 
gopher which he puts up as a chal- 
lenge to the boys and girls, He 
wants to know, for instance, wheth- 
er gophers rear one or two broods 
of young in a year. Strange, isn’t it, 
that with all we know about these | 
little pests, and with an estimated | 
annual board bill in Manitoba alone 
of $5,000,000, we yet do not know 
whether the children come in one or 
two instalments. 

In his bulletin, Prof. Jackson not 
only enumerates the various types of 
gophers and squirrels, but he also 
resents a map showing the distri- 
Coren of the different species. Draw- 
ings of the different kinds of goph- 
ers and squirrels appear, and also 
prints to show the plan of the sum-| 
mer burrows close to the ground 
surface and then away down below 
the frost line for the winter home.
